| May Wait On Geneva.

He is said 
to believe that as long as there is a 
possibility for an international agree- 
ment to limit armament nothing must

Subpenas Asked for Men Said 
to Know About Liberty 
Bonds in Case.

The trial of Albert B. Fall, former 
Secretary of the Interior, and H. F. 
Sinclair, oil magnate, on the indict- 
ment charging them with conspiracy to 
defraud the United States in connec- 
tion with the Teapot Dome naval oil 
lease, will begin in Justice Jennings 
Bailey’s court on February 2. 

Motions filed in behalf of Fall and 
Sinclair to quash the indictment on 
constitutional grounds were overruled 
yesterday morning by Justice Bailey 
who had taken the motions under ad- 
visement Tuesday morning. Both de- 
fendants were then arraigned and 
pleaded not guilty. 

Owen J. Roberts, of government 
special counsel, suggested February 1 
as the date for trial, but Justice Bailey 
pointed out that this was the day for 
impaneling juries, whereupon Roberts 
agreed to the following day. William 
E. Leahy, of counsel for Fall, said his 
client had been here for several weeks 
in connection with the trial just con- 
cluded and desired to return to New 
Mexico for business reasons. Leahy sug- 
gested the last week in February or 
early in March as the date for the trial. 
But Justice Bailey set the date for 


February 2. 


Roberts Asks for Subpenas. 


As soon as the date had been defi- 
nitely set, Roberts applied to the court 
for issuance of subpenas to be served 
abroad on James E. O’Niel and Harry 
M. Blackmer, two witnesses said to have 
been connected with the Continental 
Trading Co., Ltd., which is alleged by 
government counsel to have distributed 
liberty bonds which Roberts and Pome- 
rene believe may play an important 
part in the case. 

Past efforts of government counsel 
to trace some of these bonds from the 
Continental Trading Co. to Fall’s ac- 
count have not heen successful but 
Roberts and Pomerene believe their 
task will be facilitated at the coming 
trial if they can obtain the testimony 
of Blackmer and O'Neil. 

Both witnesses are said to be in 
France. In asking the court to issue 
subpenas for them, the government 
special counsel are acting under the 
Walsh bill passed by Congress July 3, 
1926, providing maximum penalty of 
$100,000 in case a witness in foreign 
country fails to appear after receiving a 
subpena. 

Justice Bailey has not yet granted 
the application for the issuance of the 
subpenas but little doubt is entertained 
that he will do so. Traveling expenses 
of the witnesses must be paid under 
the act and the petition of government 
counsel suggest that approximately 
$500 for each witness be allowed. 


Explanation Made to Court. 


In explaining their desire to have 
the designated witnesses served with 
subpenas, the government counsel and 
District Attorney Peyton Gordon state 
in their petition to the court: 

“That your petitioners believe, and 
therefore aver, that the attendance of 
the said persons at the trial of the 
said cause is vital and important to 
the United States, because, as your 
petitioners aver, they believe that the 
said witnesses have knowledge and in- 
formation with regard to certain im- 
portant facts which the United States 
desires to prove in the said case, and

Cobbler’s Ambition Brings Re- 
venge That Wrecks Part 
of Village. 


PASSERS- oY ARE FELLED 


Baldwin, N. Y., Dec. 23 (By A. P.).— 
A cobbler’s ambition for more business 
so that he could support his wife and 
son better was believed by the authori- 
ties to be responsible for an explosion 
today that brought sudden death to 
the woman and child, probably fatally 
injured the cobbler himself, and laid 
waste a large section of this Long 
island town’s business district. 

Salvatore Accardi had a little cob- 
bler’s shop in the tumbledown wooden 
roadhouse known as Baldwin tavern, 
and on the proceeds of his labor was 
able only meagerly to clothe and feed 
his wife, Angeline, and his son Joseph, 
6 years old. So he started out to 
canvass the town, from house to house, 
for trade. 

Somehow this aroused enmity and 
last week he received a letter in which 
he was ordered to stop drumming up 
trade on penalty of having his shop 
and the dingy rooms behind it where 
he lived with his family blown to 
pieces. The cobbler turned the letter 
over to postal authorities and con- 
tinued his rounds. 

This morning, before the town 
awake to any great extent, there was 
a sudden roar that could be felt for 10 
miles around. The Baldwin tavern 
jerked upward and then collapsed, walls 
sagging in and the roof falling clear 
through to the ground. 

By a freak of the explosion Salvatore 
was hurled through a window of the 
kitchen behind the cobbler’s shop and 
landed 100 feet away in a field. Fire- 
men found him later and at the hospli- 
tal it was said he could not live. The 
wife and her son were trapped in the 
crumbling building. From the wreck- 
age, which caught fire after the ex- 
plosion, their bodies were taken after 
the fire-fighting forces from half a 
dozen surrounding towns had quenched 
a fire that threatened to wipe out the 
village. 

Not only was the Baldwin tavern 
wrecked by the blast but almost a score 
of nearby wooden stores with brick 
fronts were razed. Windows were broken 
in a radious of 2 miles.

AUTOMOBILE FATALITIES. 


The Department of Commerce recentw made 
public a comparison of automobile fatalities for 
the year 1925 as compared with those of 1924 


in continental United States. It is assumed of- 


ficially that the registration area includes 89.4 
per cent of the total population of the country, 
and that the number of automobile fatalities 
for the registration area therefor comprises 
89.4 per cent of the total number of such acci- 
dents in the entire United States. During the 
calendar year 1925, a total of 17,571 persons 
met death in accidents charged to automobiles 
and other motor vehicles, not including motor- 
cycles, Which is equivalent to a death rate of 
17 per every 100,000 population. In the pre- 
ceding year the rate was 15.7 per 100,000 pop- 
ulation. 
dents, however, do not include those due to 
collisions between automobiles and street cars 
or railroad trains. These deaths would bring 
the total figure up to 19,335, or a death rate 
of 18.8 per 100,000 persons. 

In the District of Columbia 88 persons were 
killed in automobile accidents in 1925, against 


108 for the preceding year, or a rate of 17,1 
per 100,000 population as against 22.2 per 
100,000 in 1924.. Statistics kept by the traf- 
fic director’s office, however, show that only 
84 deaths occurred from accidents within the 
District in 1925, the Commerce Department 
compilation including deaths in District hos- 
pitals due to accidents in nearby States. 

Although motor car fatalities are on the in- 
crease in the country as a whole, they are de- 
creasing substantially in Washington. Un- 
doubtedly much of the credit must be placed 
upon the new traffic code which became effec- 
tive early in 1925, and upon the cooperation 
which has existed between the public, the 
press, the traffic director, the courts and the 
police department. It seems certain that this 
year will produce an even better record, for 
up to December 23 there have occurred but 
70 traffic fatalities as against 79 to the cor- 
‘responding date last year. During last Decem- 
ber there. occurred 18 fatalities, including 5 
between December 24 and the first of the year. 
Should there be an equal number of fatal ac- 
cidents over the next eight’ days, the death rate 
for the year will be 14.5 per 100,000 popula- 
tion. 1

If 
necessary questionable individuals are to be 
arrested and held for investigation, and one is 
led to believe that the number of plain clothes 
detectives is to be increased until the crime 
wave has subsided. 

Unusual police activity, however, does not 
excuse individual carelessness, or lessen. per- 
sonal responsibility. More than ever should 
all precautions be taken during the holiday 
season to guard.the gifts, funds and possessions 
of each household. —-

MORE CRUISERS NECESSARY. 


Chairman Butler, of the House committee 
on naval affairs, has given out a few stubborn 
facts which the administration did not. see fit 


to publish. Foreign governments that have 


t benefited by partial remission of their debts to 


the United States have used the money to 
build up their navies beyond the strength 


specified in the Washington treaties, and in vio- 
lation of the spirit of those treaties. Those 
nations refused to agree to the limitation of 
cruiser building, but on the contrary began 
new construction which will make their fleets 
stronger than ever before. 

It is these facts which induced President 
Coolidge to agree to the program for con- 
structing ten cruisers. Congress undoubtedly 
will approve of this program, and from present 
indications it will also make appropriations 
for building the three cruisers already author- 
ized and not yet under construction. Presi- 
dent Coolidge, while he would prefer to make 
provision first for aircraft, is not expected to 
interpose any. objection to appropriations for 
three new cruisers. 

Only a moderate sum is required to begin 
this construction. Congress should accept the 
situation as it stands, and make sure that the 
United States navy shall not drift behind the 
strength of other first-rate navies. The na- 
tional defense should not. be imperiled for any 
reason whatever. The American people, who 
are just: beginning to learn the truth, will 
never excuse its representatives if they fail to 
provide adequately for the nation’s security.

This leaves the District guard with no more 
prospect of finding a home than it has had 
since its previous headquarters on L street 
next to Convention hall were sold and wrecked 
some time ago. Apparently the only remedy 
possible now is.a congressional appropriation 
sufficient to erect a suitable armory ona cen- 
tral site within the District. 

There seems to be no reason -why this should 
not be done. National guard armories, of 
striking architecture, are common sights 
throughout the country, and more than one 
may be seen within ay hour’s automobile ride 
of the Capital. Congress appropriated funds 
for these buildings, and there is no reason 
why it should not appropriate funds for a 
similar structure in the Capital City, which 
should have the outstanding : uard organiza- 
tion of the country. . The War Department 
realizes this need, but handicapped and re- 
stricted in all its appropriations, it is small 
wonder that it has little disposition to go be- 
fore Congress in this matter. Unless an 
armory is provided immediately, however, it 
is highly probable that officers of the guard 
will not be able to maintain it in its present 
high state of efficiency. The matter should 
be brought before Congress at the present 
session by the guard itself, and efforts to ob- 
tain the new building should not be: relaxed 
until the appropriation is made. 


FALSE SCHOOL HISTORY, 


Representative Connery, of Massachusetts, 
has offered a resolution in the House directing 
the committee’ on education to report inaccu- 
racies and misstatements of fact in.school text- 
books purporting to give a history of thé part 
played by the American forces in the. world 
war. Mr. Connery entered the army as a pri- 
vate and emerged as a color sergeant. He 
served at the front in the Yankee division.

|U. S. ASTRONOMERS. 
REPORT. HARDSHIPS 


But Heat. Observations of 
Sun Now Are Made on 
African Peak. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Two American astronomers on Mount 
Brukkaros, 2,000 feet high, in South- 
west Africa, have already commenced 
observations to determine the effects 
of the changes of the sun’s heat on 
the earth’s weather. 

Some indication of the hardships 
confronting them at their station, 
which is a number 2f miles from the 
nearest village, is given in a report re- 


|ceived by the National Geographic so- 


ciety and the Smithsonian institution 
which is directing the expedition. 

“If rains do not replenish our water 
hole,” wrote W. H. Hoover, director 
of the observatory, “we will have to 
make 14 miles precipitous journey to 
the native village at the bottom of the 
peak for our water.” 

Although some of the astronomical 
instruments were damaged on the 6,- 
000 miles journey from the United 
States, Mr. Hoover repcerted he had re- 
paired them. Late next year, he said, 
he expects to be able to send daily 
reports on the solar rediations, as pre- 
liminary observations for a long period 
will be necessary to adjust the instru- 
ments and apparatus to climatic con- 
ditions.

Story of First Christmas 
Known Correctly to kew 


Did the Magi View the Celestial Host or 
Hear Their Song. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS. 


| Everybody should know the bare facts | 
of the Christmas story; but everybody 


does not. This is not because the facts 
plainly 


Fifteen 


will set any intelligent person straight 
on the details of the first Christmas. 

Nevertheless, most persons have re- 
ceived their ideas about Christmas from 
popular pictures, songs and _ stories, 
rather than from the _ source-book. 
Some of the most famous Christmas 
paintings were made by artists who 
were ignorant or careless of the Bible 
text, although great in artistic skill 
and devotional feeling. Even some of 
the Christmas carols were produced in 
medieval days, when Bible reading was 
not a common accomplishment. These 
ancient errors have been repeated so 
often that now they are lodged in the 
popular consciousness. An educated per- 
son today may feel affronted if told that 
he does not know the chronology and 
setting of the Nativity story. 
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Let us see. Millions of Christmas 
cards, and other Christmas pictures, 
will this year show the star shining 
over the shepherds; and the stable 
under the star. Yet, according to the 
Gospels, the shepherds did not see the 
star, nor did the star lead anybody to 
the manger. 

Also to be found, current in hymn 
and story, is the idea that the wise 
men heard the celestial song, and saw 
the celestial glory that accompanied it. 
There is no Scripture supporting this 
belief. 

Many other famous pictures portray 
the wise men as visiting the manger, 
sometimes the shepherds being also 
present; but this, too, is an anachron- 
ism. 

So scholarly a poet as James Russell 
Lowell fell into prevalent error when 
he wrote his Christmas Carol: 


“*What means this glory ‘round our 
feet,’ 
The Magi mused, ‘more bright than 
morn?” 

And voices chanted clear and sweet, 
‘Today the Prince of Peace is born!’ 
“What means that star,’ the Shepherds 

said, 
‘That brightness through the rocky 
glen?’ 
And angels, answering overhead, 
Sang, ‘Peace on earth, good will to 
men!’ ” :

That pen was wielded by Matthew, 
whose calling as a tax collector had 
taught him exactness, even as Luke's 
medical training had also made him an 
accurate observer. Matthew alone re- 
cords the story of the Star and the Wise 
Men from the East—and it is to be 
noted that they were from “The East,” 
and not, as is said of two of them in 
“Ben-Hur,” from Greece and Egypt, 
which are westward from Bethlehem. 
The name applied to these mysterious 
and romantic figures by Matthew is the 
same as the Old Testament uses to 
designate the astrologers, magicians 
and sages of Persia and Chaldea. These 
scholarly students of the stars had trav- 
eled from “The East,” as the lower 
Mesopotamian valley and Arabia and 
Persia are colloquially called in Syria. 
It was their interest as astrologers, 
added to their spiritual questing, that 
led them to follow the Wonder Star 
which had so strangely appeared in the 
heavens. 

Anybody who reads closely the Mat- 
thew story of the Nativity will be struck 
by the fact that the Shepherds, the 
celestial Glory, the singing Host and the 
Manger, do not appear in it at all. 
There is clear evidence that the visit 
of the Magi came at a later date than 
the Holy Night. Forty days elapsed be- 
tween the birth of Jesus and His pres- 
entation in the Temple in fulfillment of 
Hebrew ritual. Nobody supposes that 
the Holy Family lived all this while in 
the Stable. ’ A 

The Wise Men went to “the;,house” 
where the Child and His parents dwelt: 
the stable was only a brief emergency 
abode. To await the census, Joseph 
and Mary and the Babe doubtless were 
early welcomed into a Bethlehem 
home, probably of a relative. The tale 
of the Shepherds would assure them at- 
tention in this small peasant circle. 
The interval of the residence in a Beth- 
lehem house was long enough for the 
fulfillment of the census requirements; 
for after the flight into Egypt, the Holy 
Family returned to Nazareth.

Clearest evidence of all that the visit 
of the Wise Men was many months 
subsequent to the birth, appears in the 
reckoning of King Herod. He had made 
careful inquiry concerning the date of 
the first appearance of the Star. Then, 
when the Magi failed to return and be- 
tray the new King to him, he ordered 
the death of all Bethlehem children 
under two years of age. Even an Ori- 
ental despot would not needlessly have 
slain a community’s children unto two 
years of age, if it was only the life of 
a new-born infant he sought.

HE pointer for today is: 
A double is generally better than 
a no trump bid for a second hand 
with only one stopper of the adverse 
sult. 

A perplexing question arises when 
the adversary on the right bids one of 
a suit and Second Hand, with but a 
single stopper in that suit, 1s other- 
wise amply strong enough for an in- 
itial No Trump. For example: 


x-x. Dia.: King-x-x. Cl.: Ace-x-x would 
open the bidding with one No Trump 
if South pass; but if South bid either 
one Spade, one Diamond or one Club, 
should West with only a single stop- 
per bid one No Trump? 

As a general rule, under such cir- 
cumstances, West should double. If 
he had two stoppers in the adverse 
suit, No Trump would be a safe and 
sound declaration; but with only one, 
unless there is a long solid suit to 
run, a double is more advisable. The 
chances are that East has no assist- 
ance in the adverse suit and, there- 
fore, as soon as West's single stopper

HE greatest success with potted 

plants indoors during the win- 

ter is won when conditions ap- 
proximating those in a greenhouse can 
be supplied. Warmth, humid air and 
abundant light—these factors are fully 
as important as the soil, and the green- 
house or conservatory provides them in 
ideal combination. In the dwelling 
house one should strive for them in 
every possible way. 

It is obviously out of the question 
to equip and maintain an ordinary 
room in such a way as to insure the 
Gesired degree of these three condli- 
tions. Where they can not even be ap- 
proximated, provisions should be made 
for the easy transportation of the 
plants themselves to some place where, 
for a time each day, they can be given 
the conditions which they enjoy. For 


this purpose a wheeled table like the 
one illustrated is excellent. With a 
movable stand such as this the indoor 
garden can be moved to an outside room 
or bathroom—or even to the laundry! 
where foliage and flowers can be re- 
freshed by a good sprinkling without 
damage to floor, rugs or draperies. Thus, 
too, can pots and contents be easily 
transferred to the veranda on those 
damp, warmish days which sometimes 
come even in midwinter and are s0 
beneficial to plant health. As for the 
spraying, fertilizing and _  repotting, 
which are sometimes needful even in 
the healthiest room gardens, one of the 
wheeled tables will ease the work and 
save the furniture by-enabling one to 
carry on the operations in one of the 
service rooms of the house.

DON’T KISS THE BABY. 


HIS is intended as a mild reminder. 
It is addressed to all baby-kissing 
folks in general and mothers in 
particular. The nub of it is, don’t kiss 
the baby. If he must be kissed keep 
away from his mouth and all the area 
within 2 inches to the north thereof. 
East, west and south the territory is 
moderately safe; that is, outside that 


'l-inch deadline. 


It has been said before many times, 
and there is no special reason for say- 
ing it again, except that it is a good 
principle in advertising to say it again 
until they like it. There are no new 
facts. The season does not make say- 
ing it apropos. There was a time when 
it was expected that the candidates 
would kiss all babies. Now candidates 
use other persuaders. Some use ma- 
chine guns, some short pencils and 
some oratory, but no Hobson’s experi- 
ence killed kissing as a campaign 
measure. 


The babies don’t want to be Kissed. 
Even the few who seem to like it have 
acquired the taste. All of them are 
instinctively averse. In no other parts 
of the body is use of certain kind more 
instructive. If it was planned for 
babies to kiss they would do so in- 
stinctively, just as they suckle, swal- 
low and yell. 


Nothing can be said in favor of kiss- 
ing a baby. He can be taught to mani- 
fest affection in other ways—ways that 
are more easily taught and learned 
and more readily acquired. The ob- 
jections are important. 

Babies get most of their infections 
through the nose and mouth. A right 
young baby has considerable immunity 
to measles, whooping cough, scarlet 
fever and diphtheria so long as he is 
drinking mother’s milk. Even then he 
has almost no immunity to coryza, the 
common cold. Kissing spreads coryza. 
A mother can infect her baby even 
though she has no symptoms of cold. 
If she has an acute cold with fever it is 
difficult for her to avoid infecting him 
and impossible if she kisses him. A 
coryza in a baby is a serious matter. 

Babies do not know how to breathe 
through the mouth. The space at the 
back of the nose, where it joins the 
mouth, is very small, only a fraction 
of a cubic inch. A cold narrows it al- 
most to obliteration. In consequence, 
the baby can not nurse. Because of 
that digestion may be upset. Breath- 
ing is very difficult. Sleep is disturbed 
and discomfort is great. In this nar- 
row, easily obliterated area the ade- 
noids are located. From it the canals 
run to:the ears. Babies with colds are 
very prone to develop infected ears. In- 
flammation of the middle ear and 
pneumonia are apt to go together in 


babies. Both are serious. Babies seem

The baby group is now very much the 
heaviest sufferer from pneumonia. This 
disease has replaced diarrhea as the 
baby menace.

Stanford, New Year’s 
Day Rival, Bolsters 
Defense for Pass.

which Pop Warner, coach of Stanford, 
is laying on a defense for the forward 
pass, Alabama will depend upon the air 
came when tnese two undefeated elev- 
ens meet in the Rose bowl at Pasadena 
on New Year's day afternoon.

After announcing that he had over- 
ruled the motions to quash the in- 
dictment, Justice Balley yesterday 
stated he had filed a brief opinion 
setting forth his reasons. This opinion 
was as follows: 


F. Sinclair, to quash the indictment is 
upon the grounds that Congress by a 
special joint resolution directed prose- 
cution of the charges against the de- 
fendants under the direction and con- 
trol of special counsel to be appointed 
by the President by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate; that 
these counsel so appointed did appear 
before the grand jury and the indict- 
ment in this case was found by that 
grand jury accordingly; that such joint 
resolution being so limited to the pros- 
-ecution of the charges against these 
defendants and being in contraven- 
tion of the general laws of the United 
States deprived these defendants of 
the due process of law, to which they 
were entitled under the Constitution 
of the United States. 

“T see no reason why Congress can- 
‘not provide for the employment of *pec- 
ial counsel and the control by them 
of particular cases. The defendants 
have not been deprived of their right 
to be indicted by a grand jury properly 
empaneled before being put on their 
trial. There may be many reasons in 
particular cases why Congress should 
deem it expedient that counsel vho 
conduct the prosecution of criminal 


-ltcases should not do so and why otners 


should be appointed for that purpose.

Cantonese Displeased

New York Phone Head Quits, 
New York, Dec. 23 (By A. P.).—How- 
ard F. Thurber, who has been head of 
the New Yor!

Mes- 
sages have heen intercepted, heaping 
abuse and insults on my government 
as well as the American government. 
Such propaganda does a great deal of 
harm to my country, as Mexico is 
spending large sums to poison the 
minds of all Latin America against us 
for not rallying under the Mexican 
aegis. 

“The United States is large and 


!powerful and can pay no attention to 


this propaganda, but it is ruinous to 
my country, causing brother to’ fight 
against brother, Latin against Latin. 

“My government continues to dem- 
onstrate its ability and strength to 
maintain itself, but protests against 
Mexican intervention which is causing 
futile bloodshed and disaster. My 
people are tiring of fighting; they 
want peace, so that they can return 
to their families, their homes and 
farms. 

“No revolution in the entire history 
of Central America has received such 
great aid as Mexico is now giving my 
poor blind countrymen intent on 
wrecking their own country. Mexican 
oppression is becoming so strong that 
eventually I can not cope with it, and 
I again appeal to the American gov- 
ernment for American intervention, 
which, with its high ideals, is many 
times more desirable than Mexican 
culture allied with barbarism.” 


Official Denial Entered. 


The State Department made em- 
phatic denial yesterday of Senator 
Moses’ allegation that Gen. Eliliano 
Chamorro, former dictator of Nica- 
ragua, has left that country at the 
request of the State Department. The

Police Seize Apparatus and 
Make Five Arrests at 710 
Fourteenth Street.

TEN TELEPHONES TAKEN 


While Inspector Henry G. Pratt and 
Assistant District Attorney David A. 
Hart looked on, police of the Fifth pre- 
cinct, led by Headquarters Detectives 
Frank Varney and H. E. Brodie late yes- 
terday raided the sixth floor of 710 
Fourteneth street northwest, exposing 
what they declared to be the largest 
gaming establishment ever operated in 
downtown Washington. 

With the exception of one room, the 
entire sixth floor was used to house 
alleged gambling parphernalia, with 
space for approximately 250 patrons, 
police say. Three large alleged gaming 
tables were seized by police, and taken 
to the central office, while four were 
left at the establishment. Dice, cards, 
megaphones, “black jack” outfits and 
handbook material were among the 
paraphernalia, police say, were taken. 

Only five men were found in the 
rooms when the raiding party entered, 
which led police to believe its proprie- 
tors had been “tipped off.’ Of these, 
Morris E. Irwin, 39 years old, 710 Four- 
teenth street northwest, was charged 
at the First precinct station with vio- 
lation of article 865 of the District 
code, and the others held as govern- 
ment witnesses. Irwin was later re- 
leased under $2,000 bond and the wit- 
nesses under $300. On the exterior 
windows of the establishment was 
printed, “District News. Bureau. Branch 
offices in New York, Philadeiphia end 
Baltimore.” ; 

Police who assisted in the raid were

Rate Reduction Discussed. 

The report discussed, hypotheticalls 
what could be done in the way of rate 
reduction if the difference of $2,569.,- 
833, plus @stimated savings resulting 
from consolidation, were applied to rate 
reduction. Savings resulting from 
merger have been estimated at from 
$200,000 to $1,500,000 annually 

Figuring from the lowest estimate of 
savings from merger, the commission 
calculated that the street car fare could 
be reduced to 5 cents, but that the elec- 
tric light rate would have to be in- 
creased, while if as much as $500,000 
could be saved through merger, car 
fares could be cut to 5 cents and a 
balance of $257,179 be left to apply to 
ward electric light rate reduction 

The commission already has made 
it clear to Senator Capper that it does 
not favor government ownership. Sen- 
ator Capper, while not committed to 
the proposal, declared he wants to 
study the figures. with a view to weigh- 
ing the advantages and disadvantages 

Ofiicials of the commission pointed 
out that the probable purchase price 
was based on the present market value 
of the securities.

COMMISSION TO HOLD 
NEW PHONE HEARINGS 


Utilities Board to Determine if 
Cut Is Justified; Opinion 
by McCoy. 


The public jutthities commission will 
be permitted to Rdoéld new hearings to 
determine if present-day conditions 
justify a reduction in rates now being 
paid by telephone subscribers in the 
District, under an opinion rendered 
yesterday by Chief Justice McCoy. 

Questions of fact and law concern- 
ing valuation of the properties of the 
Chesapeake & Potomac Telephone Co. 
are before the court for determination, 
and in connection therewith the com- 
mission is admonished to conduct the 
new hearings in a manner which will 
not result in an entirely new valuation 
controversy arising. The chief justice 
makes it plain that he does not want 
two valuation controversies concerning 
the same property before him at the 
same time. ~ 

Attempts were made last summer by 
the commission to hold new hearings 
on the theory that the operating ex- 
penses of the company had decreased 
to the extent that a reduction in rates 
was warranted. The company objected. 
Since an injunction was then in force 
prohibiting the enforcement of an or- 
der, dated last April, lowering the rates, 
it was necessary for the commission to 
apply to the court for modification of 
the injunction order in order to hold 
new hearings.
